Guen  Offers  Views  on  School  Committee 


When  he  discusses  his  recent  ap¬ 
pointment  to  the  Boston  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  Robert  Guen  recalls  what  it  was 
like  growing  up  in  Boston  during  the 
1960s  and  ’70s.  It  was  a  time,  he  says, 
when  Asians  didn’t  hold  policy-making 
positions  in  city  government. 

"Now  Asians  are  finally  getting  to  the 
point  where  they’re  formulating  policy," 
adds  Guen,  who  was  appointed  to  the 
City  of  Boston  Board  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  nine  years  ago  and  appointed 
to  the  Boston  School  Committee  in 
August. 

"This  is  part  of  the  process  of  getting 


to  that  policy-making  stage,"  he  adds, 
referring  to  the  appointment  of  Asians 
to  city  boards  and  their  growing  par¬ 
ticipation  in  city  affairs.  It’s  also  part  of 
the  process  of  assimilation  of  Chinese 
into  the  larger  city  community,  says 
Guen,  who  replaced  George  Joe  on  the 
committee  after  Joe’s  resignation  in 
June. 

In  a  recent  interview  in  his  Brookline 
dental  office,  Guen  outlined  his  plans 
for  his  school  committee  position  and 
what  he  believed  should  be  the  focus  of 
the  committee’s  attention  in  its  effort  to 
improve  the  city’s  public  school  system. 


While  Guen  had  earlier  served  on  the 
panel  that  nominated  candidates  for  the 
seven-member  committee,  he  says  his 
own  decision  to  apply  for  the  position 
basically  came  at  the  urging  of  others.  "I 
was  asked  by  many  people  -  parents, 
people  in  city  government,  people  in  the 
business  community,  and  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  panel,"  he  explains.  While 
many  people  believed  that  an  Asian 
would  be  appointed  to  fill  Joe’s  position, 
Guen  said  it  wasn’t  a  "given  that  an 
Asian  would  be  selected." 

Though  four  Asians  were  in  the  run-

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Asians  Lag  in  Income  I 
Despite  School  Success 


Although  Asian  Americans  and 
Pacific  Islanders  on  average  are  staying 
in  school  longer  than  their  white 
counterparts  and  are  as  likely  to  have 
professional  jobs,  they  lag  behind  whites 
in  per-capita  earnings,  according  to  a 
survey  by  the  US  Census  Bureau. 

The  survey,  which  includes  data  from 
1990  and  1991,  is  based  on  estimates  and 
is  subject  to  some  sampling  variability 
since  it’s  not  based  on  a  complete  count 
of  the  population. 

The  survey  measures  such  groups  as 
Chinese,  Japanese,  Vietnamese, 
Laotians  and  Cambodians,  among 
others,  but  it  does  not  list  figures  for 
each  group.  The  Census  Bureau  said  it 
plans  to  produce  periodic  reports  on  the 
rapidly-growing  Asian  and  Pacific  Is¬ 
lander  population. 

The  survey  shows  that  in  1991 39  per¬ 
cent  of  all  Asians  and  Pacific  Islanders 
25  years  old  and  over  had  completed 
four  or  more  years  of  college,  compared 
to  22  percent  for  whites.  The  survey  also 
notes  that  there  is  great  variation  among 
the  educational  levels  of  the  different 
Asian  groups. 

The  number  of  Asians  completing 
secondary  school  was  also  slightly 
higher  than  for  whites,  with  82  percent 
of  Asians  completing  high  school  com¬ 
pared  to  80  percent  for  whites. 

But  despite  such  educational  ac¬ 
complishments,  Asians  still  lag  behind 
whites  in  earnings.  The  survey  shows 
that  in  1990  Asian  males  working  full 
time  had  median  earnings  of  $26,760, 
compared  to  $28,880  for  white  males. 


Asian  females,  however,  had  higher 
median  earnings  ($21,320)  than  com¬ 
parable  white  female  workers  ($20,050). 
(The  median  level  means  that  half  those 
surveyed  fall  below  and  half  above  the 
median  level.) 

According  to  the  report,  the  median 
salary  for  Asian  males  with  four  or  more 
years  of  college  was  $37,550,  compared 
to  $41,660  for  white  males.  But  when 
both  males  and  females  with  four  or 
more  years  of  college  were  taken 
together,  the  difference  wasn’t  sig¬ 
nificant,  with  Asians  earning  $34,470 
and  whites  $36,130. 

The  report  also  shows  that  the 
median  earnings  for  Asians  25  years  old 
and  over  who  had  completed  four  years 
of  high  school  was  lower  than  that  for 
whites,  with  Asians  earning  $19,290  and 
whites  earning  $22,050. 

The  report  attributes  part  of  this  dif¬ 
ference  in  median  earnings  to  occupa¬ 
tional  differences  between  Asians  and 
whites  who  had  not  attended  college. 
Asians,  the  report  suggests,  don’t  work 
in  many  of  the  higher-paying  jobs  not 
requiring  a  college  degree  and  when 
they  do,  don’t  appear  to  get  paid  as  much 
as  whites. 

According  to  the  survey,  Asian  males 
who  had  completed  high  school  were 
more  likely  to  work  in  service  occupa¬ 
tions  (23  percent)  than  white  males  (5 
percent).  It  also  points  out  that  18  per¬ 
cent  of  Asian  males  with  a  high  school 
education  were  employed  in  precision 
production,  craft  and  repair  occupa-

Students  Support  Shen 
At  State  House  Rally 


A  group  of  Boston-area  students  held 
a  State  House  rally  last  Friday  to  con¬ 
demn  the  Chinese  government’s  arrest 
and  detention  of  pro-democracy  activist 
Shen  Tong. 

Organized  by  students  at  Brandeis 
University,  where  Shen  had  been  a  stu¬ 
dent,  and  Boston  University,  where  he  is 
currently  enrolled,  the  rally  was  meant 
to  keep  alive  concern  for  Shen  and  to 
put  pressure  on  the  Bush  Administra¬ 
tion  to  change  its  China  policy. 

Also  present  at  the  rally  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Association  of  Overseas 
Hong  Kong  Chinese  for  Democracy  and 
Human  Rights,  who  carried  signs  calling 
for  the  release  of  other,  less  well-known, 


Chinese  political  prisoners.  The  As¬ 
sociation  believes  that  attention  should 
also  be  focused  on  prisoners  who  have 
been  held  in  Chinese  jails  for  many 
years. 

Shen  was  a  leader  of  the  1989  Tianan¬ 
men  Square  pro-democracy  movement. 
He  decided  to  return  to  China  in  August 
in  part  to  strengthen  ties  with  pro- 
democracy  activists  there. 

After  the  rally,  the  group  -  carrying 
signs  calling  for  the  release  of  Shen 
Tong  and  other  Chinese  political 
prisoners  -  walked  in  a  procession  to 
Faneuil  Hall,  where  Democratic 
Presidential  candidate  Bill  Clinton  was

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When  Paul  Barrett,  the  new 
director  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  talks 
about  the  future  of  the 
Chinatown  area,  he’s  optimistic 
that  the  neighborhood’s  sinister 
gateway  -  the  Combat  Zone  -  can 
be  phased  out  and  replaced  by  an 
inviting  mix  of  housing,  medical 
facilities  and  commercial  estab¬ 
lishments. 

Noting  that  many  visitors 
must  pass  through  the  blighted 
Combat  Zone  area  to  reach 
Chinatown  restaurants  and  busi¬ 


nesses,  Barrett  said  that  tourism 
and  business  in  general  would 
probably  improve  if  the  sur¬ 
rounding  area  were  upgraded. 

Barrett,  who  was  appointed 
BRA  director  last  summer  to 
replace  Stephen  Coyle,  agreed  to 
discuss  Chinatown  issues  as  part 
of  an  effort  to  introduce  himself 
to  Chinatown  and  other  city 
communities.  He  was  also  in 
Chinatown  Sept.  20  to  attend  a 
dinner  to  welcome  him  to  the 
community  and  to  honor  Robert 
Guen,  who  was  recently  ap¬ 


pointed  to  the  Boston  School 
Committee.  Barrett  said  he  was 
trying  to  get  out  into  the  city’s 
communities  to  "let  people  know 
I’m  open  and  accessible." 

In  outlining  his  ideas  about 
the  area,  Barrett  discussed  the 
future  of  the  Hinge  Block,  the 
area  bounded  by  Washington, 
Stuart,  Tremont  and  Boylston 
streets.  He  said  it  was  possible 
the  BRA  would  allow  the  New 
England  Medical  Center 
(NEMC)  to  build  in  the  Hinge

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ning  -  all  of  whom,  Guen  believes,  were 
capable  of  doing  the  job  -  Guen  was 
apparently  the  one  the  mayor  felt  the 
most  comfortable  with. 

"I  would  only  assume  that  the  call  was 
the  mayor’s,"  says  Guen,  who  points  out 
that  his  own  first-hand  experience  with 
the  school  system  may  have  been  a  fac¬ 
tor.  "I  have  students  in  the  school  sys¬ 
tem,"  he  adds.  "I  went  through  the  school 
system."  Guen  explains  that  his  8-year- 
old  son  and  6-year-old  daughter  attend 
the  Joseph  Manning  School  in  Jamaica 
Plain. 

More  important,  Guen  suggests,  was 
his  nine  years  of  experience  overseeing 
the  budget  of  the  city’s  Board  of  Health 
and  Hospitals.  "I  have  an  understanding 

of  the  budget  process,"  says  Guen,  who 
serves  as  the  board’s  treasurer.  He  says 
that  there  has  been  "solid  financial  ac¬ 
countability  since  I  was  there." 

Another  factor,  he  explains,  is  that  he 
-  in  contrast  to  the  other  candidates  -  is 
perhaps  "a  known  quantity,"  though  he 
hastens  to  add  that  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn  didn’t  really  want  to  reappoint 
him  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospi¬ 
tals  when  he  was  first  elected  mayor  be¬ 
cause  he  had  been  an  appointee  of  the 
previous  mayor,  Kevin  White. 

Yet  another  factor,  speculates  Guen, 
is  the  mayor’s  choice  to  select  people  he 
believes  he  can  work  with.  "Let’s  be 
honest,"  he  explains.  "He’s  going  to  ap¬ 
point  a  School  Committee  that  shares 
his  vision." 

But  while  Flynn  selected  Guen  over 
other  candidates,  Guen  says  that  doesn’t 
mean  the  mayor  will  try  to  control  him 
or  other  committee  members.  "He  has 
never  told  me  to  go  one  way  or  the 
other,"  he  explains,  referring  to  his  time 
on  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 
"He’s  always  let  me  be  independent." 

At  the  same  time,  Guen  points  out 
that  the  mayor  is  the  city’s  chief  execu¬ 
tive  and  has  the  right  to  let  his  views  on 
educational  issues  be  known.  "As  mayor 
and  as  a  private  citizen  he  has  the  right 
to  express  his  wishes,"  he  says. 

Guen  sees  the  school  committee  as  a 
policy-making  board  that  shouldn’t  be 
involved  in  the  day-to-day  operations  of 
the  school  department.  The  committee 
is  meant  to  set  guidelines  and  goals,  he 
says.  "My  charge  is  to  make  sure  the 
goals  we  set  are  realistic,"  he  adds. 
Among  other  things,  that  means  making 
sure  that  programs  can  be  paid  for. 

Guen  suggests  that  money  alone 
can’t  always  solve  problems  and  that 
special  attention  should  be  focused  on 
"allocating  resources  properly."  He 
points  out  that  at  a  time  when  a  chang¬ 
ing  American  economy  needs  new  skills 
from  its  workers,  the  City’s  Hubert 
Humphrey  Occupational  Resource 
Center,  a  vocational  high  school,  is 
being  under-utilized. 

As  the  Boston  economy  becomes  in¬ 
creasingly  dependent  on  the  health  care, 
bio-technology,  banking  and  computer 
industries,  the  school  system  needs  to  be 
providing  young  people  with  the  kind  of 
knowledge  that  will  prepare  them  for 
jobs  in  those  industries,  Guen  suggests. 
"Not  every  kid  who  goes  to  high  school 
is  going  to  go  to  college,"  he  says. 

Guen  recalls  that  when  he  was  grow¬ 
ing  up  in  Boston  during  the  1950s,  ’60s 
and  ’70s,  Boston  was  a  "decrepit,  dying 
city."  In  those  days,  his  friends’  parents 
worked  in  the  garment  industry  and  in 
other  blue  collar  jobs.  But  the  city  has 
been  reborn  and  those  kind  of  jobs  are 
no  longer  available  for  the  new  genera¬ 
tion  of  young  people,  he  says.  As  a 
result,  it  may  be  necessary  to  focus  more 
attention  on  preparing  students  for  the 
kind  of  jobs  that  will  be  available  after 
graduation. 

Guen  suggests  that  there’s  a  need  for 
a  public-private  partnership  to  give 


inner  city  youth  "hands  on  training"  and 
expose  them  to  job  skills  while  they  are 
still  in  high  school. 

And  while  he  believes  schools  are  one 
factor  in  the  education  of  people  in 
American  society,  he  points  out  that  a 
big  part  of  education  takes  place  in  the 
family.  "The  schools  are  only  part  of 
their  lives,"  he  says.  "We’re  not  their 
mothers,  fathers." 

Steering  a  student  away  from  "a  life  of 
crime  and  idleness"  isn’t  only  the 
responsibility  of  the  school  system,  he 
says.  "Families  need  to  take  more 
responsibility  for  their  kids,"  he  says. 

In  addressing  Asian  issues,  Guen 
points  out  that  when  he  was  a  student  - 
he  started  out  at  the  old  Quincy  School 
in  Chinatown  and  ended  at  Boston  Latin 
-  Chinatown  had  little  power  in  the 
school  system  and  in  the  city  in  general. 
He  recalls  how  other  ethnic  or  religious 
groups  were  given  time  off  for  their  spe¬ 
cial  holidays,  but  Chinese  students  al¬ 
ways  had  to  stay  in  school  on  Chinese 
holidays  such  as  the  Lunar  New  Year. 

There  were  also  cultural  differences 
that  presented  Chinese  students  with 
difficulties.  "I  was  at  the  receiving  end  of 
hostilities,"  he  explains,  though  he 
believes  they  were  due  to 
misunderstandings  rather  than  racism. 
Also,  he  adds,  other  students  could  use 
the  system  better  than  Asian  students 
because  they  knew  it  better. 

"I  think  I  can  make  the  school  depart¬ 
ment  more  aware  of  what  non-English 
speaking"  students  and  students  from 
"different  cultural  backgrounds  can  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  school  system,"  he  says. 
He  adds  that  he  will  be  seeking  input 
from  others  in  the  Asian  community, 
such  as  Jane  Leung  of  Boston  Chinese 
Youth  Essential  Services,  and  Vivian 
Wai-Fun  Lee,  chairperson  of  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Asian-American  Educators 
Association. 

Guen  will  also  continue  to  serve  on 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  the  board  is  in  the  process 
of  designing  a  program  to  put  school 
nurses  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  in  order  to  better  address 
the  health  needs  of  students,  which 
could  include  programs  on  violence  and 
AIDS  prevention.  He  suggested  that  his 
work  on  the  board  of  Health  and  Hospi¬ 
tals  would  complement  his  work  on  the 
school  committee. 

Guen  believes  that  the  issue  of  con¬ 
dom  distribution  in  the  schools  is  a 
health  issue  and  says  he  wants  to  study 
the  issue  further  before  offering  an 
opinion  on  it.  He  suggested,  however, 
that  health  education  may  be  the  most 
effective  method  to  protect  students 
from  AIDS. 

In  carrying  out  his  duties  on  the 
school  committee,  Guen  sees  the 
development  of  a  strategic  plan  and  fis¬ 
cal  accountability  as  being  two  of  his 
most  important  concerns.  If  the  schools 
fulfill  their  goals  -  such  as  improving 
student  performance,  developing  state 
of  the  art  technical  programs,  sports 
programs  and  multicultural  programs  - 
within  the  three-year  periods  set  by  the 
committee,  then  parents  will  have  more 
faith  in  the  school  system  and  as  a  result 
will  keep  their  students  enrolled,  Guen 
says. 

"By  keeping  kids  in  the  school  system 
we’re  going  to  be  stabilizing  the  city,"  he 
says.  The  new  school  committee  should 
be  more  effective  than  the  elected  one 
because  its  "not  afraid  to  put  down"  what 
it  expects,  he  says.  "I  think  it’s  going  to 
be  more  accountable  to  the  public." 

In  working  on  the  school  committee, 
Guen  says  he  will  be  guided  by  the  same 
values  that  have  served  him  well  in  the 
past  -  "honesty,  sincerity,  and  your 
word." 

"If  your  word  is  good  I  think  you  can 
get  things  accomplished,"  he  says.

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tions,  compared  to  29  percent  of  whites. 
Moreover,  those  employed  in  these  oc¬ 
cupations  received  lower  median  earn¬ 
ings  ($22,770)  than  whites  ($27,600). 

Asians,  meanwhile,  had  median  in¬ 
comes  of  $20,490  from  service  industry 
jobs,  which  isn’t  significantly  different 
from  their  median  earnings  in  what 
should  be  the  higher-paying  skilled  jobs. 

"The  lower  percentage  of  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander  male  high  school 
graduates  who  worked  in  higher  paying 
precision  production,  craft,  and  repair 
occupations,  as  well  as  their  lower 
median  earnings  in  these  occupational 
groups  ($22,770  compared  to  $27,600 
for  white  males)  contributed  to  the 
lower  median  earnings  they  received," 
the  survey  states. 

The  report  also  shows  that  both 
Asian  and  white  men  earned  more  than 
their  female  counterparts  and  that  col¬ 
lege  graduates  earned  more  than  high 
school  graduates. 

The  median  earnings  for  educated 
Asian  and  Pacific  Islander  males  was 
$37,550,  about  78  percent  higher  than 
the  $2 1 ,060  received  by  those  with  a  high 
school  education.  In  1990,  Asian  women 
with  four  or  more  years  of  college 
earned  a  median  income  of  $29,150, 
compared  to  $37,550  for  Asian  males. 

The  report  also  notes  that  the 
proportion  of  Asian  males  (33  percent) 
in  the  managerial  and  professional 
specialty  occupations  was  larger  than 
that  of  white  males  (27  percent).  More 
Asian  males  (26  percent)  were 
employed  in  technical,  sales,  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  support  occupations,  than 
white  males  (21  percent).  Asians  males 
are  also  employed  in  sen/ice  occupa¬ 
tions  (16  percent)  in  greater  numbers 
than  white  males  (9  percent). 

Asian  males,  however,  are  less  likely 
to  be  employed  in  precision  production, 
craft  and  repair  (10  percent);  and  as 
operators,  fabricators,  and  laborers  (13 
percent),  than  white  males  (19  percent 
in  each).  The  proportion  of  Asian 
women  employed  in  technical,  sales,  and 
administrative  support  jobs  (43  per¬ 
cent)  was  higher  than  that  of  men  (26 
percent). 

The  report,  however,  also  notes  that 
the  median  income  of  Asian  and  Pacific 
Islander  families  was  $42,250,  compared 
to  $36,920  for  whites.  The  report,  how¬ 
ever,  said  that  some  groups  -  such  as 
Samoans,  Guamanians,  and  Viet¬ 
namese,  had  relatively  low  family  in¬ 
comes.  The  survey  suggests  that  Asian 
families  had  higher  median  incomes 
than  whites  in  part  because  they  had  a 
larger  number  of  families  with  three  or 
more  wage  earners. 

The  report  also  notes  that  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander  families  were  larger 
than  white  families  in  1991,  with  74  per¬ 
cent  of  them  consisting  of  three  or  more 
persons,  compared  to  57  percent  of 
whites. 

The  report  notes  that  the  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander  population  in  the  US  in 
March  1991  was  a  little  over  7  million  or 
about  3  percent  of  the  total  population. 
Immigration  is  a  major  component  of 
the  population  growth,  contributing 
about  71  percent  of  the  growth  from 
1980  to  1989. 

The  report  also  shows  that  the  Asian 
population  is  concentrated  in  the  West, 
with  a  March  1991  survey  showing  that 
4. 1  million  or  6  out  of  10  Asians  lived  in 
the  West  (59  percent).  In  the  West  they 
represented  8  percent  of  the  population. 

About  17  percent  of  the  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander  population  lived  in  the 
Northeast,  14  percent  in  the  South,  and 
10  percent  in  the  Midwest.  Ninety-four 
percent  of  Asians  lived  in  metropolitan 
areas  in  1991  and  almost  half  lived  in  the 
suburbs  of  those  areas,  according  to  the 
survey.  p  r» 
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Hinge  Block.  "We  may  allow  them  under 
certain  conditions  to  move  across  Stuart 
Street  to  the  Hinge  Block,"  he  said. 

He  explained  that  the  NEMC  may  be 
a  suitable  project  for  part  of  the  block 
because  it  could  serve  as  an  anchor, 
without  which  other  projects  -  such  as  a 
hotel  -  wouldn’t  be  possible.  Suggesting 
that  the  hospital  has  the  money  to  invest 
in  the  area,  Barrett  noted  that  health 
care  and  education  were  still  strong  sec¬ 
tors  of  the  economy  and  should  be  used 
to  spur  development  at  a  time  when  "the 
commercial  economy  is  stalled." 

He  suggested  that  NEMC  facilities 
and  a  special  hotel  for  just-released 
hospital  patients  could  be  built  on  the 
block.  While  one  Chinatown  developer, 
William  Leong,  has  expressed  interest 
in  developing  housing  there,  Barrett 
said,  "I’m  not  sure  that  block  is  a  housing 
block."  He  said  the  section  of  the  block 
near  the  China  Trade  Center  could  be 
developed  to  tie  in  with  Chinatown  and 
Trade  Center  uses. 

Noting  that  the  number  of  Combat 
Zone  adult  entertainment  estab¬ 
lishments  has  decreased  dramatically  in 
recent  years,  Barrett  suggested  that  the 
Combat  Zone  could  see  its  final  demise 
if  Kevin  Fitzgerald,  the  owner  of  the 
Liberty  Tree  block,  was  willing  to  make 
an  arrangement  with  the  BRA.  He  said 
the  area  could  perhaps  be  used  for  hous¬ 
ing  and  businesses. 

While  he  said  the  BRA  could  take  the 
area  by  eminent  domain,  he  explained 
that  the  city  would  prefer  instead  work 
out  an  agreement  with  the  owner.  He 
said  he  was  scheduled  to  meet  with 
Fitzgerald  within  the  next  30  days  and 
would  discuss  the  possibility  of  allowing 
Fitzgerald  to  purchase  the  Beach  Street" 
parking  garage  -  in  which  he  has  ex¬ 
pressed  an  interest  -  if  he  would  allow 
buildings  on  the  Liberty  Tree  to  be 
demolished  and  the  area  redeveloped. 
Barrett  suggested  that  Fitzgerald 
wanted  to  sell  his  Combat  Zone  proper¬ 
ty 

Barrett  said  there  should  be  no  need 
to  rezone  the  area,  which  is  currently 
zoned  for  adult  entertainment.  He  said 
the  city  could  retain  the  current  zoning 
and  simply  arrange  to  develop  the  area 
so  that  owners  wouldn’t  choose  to  rent 
to  adult  entertainment  establishments. 
"Let  them  go  up  to  Route  1,"  he  said, 
referring  to  the  area’s  other  adult  enter¬ 
tainment  district.  "Leave  the  zoning  in 
place." 

Barrett  also  suggested  that  in  time 
the  site  of  the  now-defunct  Common¬ 
wealth  Center  would  eventually  be 
developed.  He  suggested  that  perhaps 
when  economic  conditions  changed,  the 
area  "will  mature  as  a  development  site." 
While  NEMC  had  expressed  some  inter¬ 
est  in  the  site,  Barrett  said  an  office 
building,  market  housing  or  a  public 
building  would  be  a  more  appropriate 
project  for  the  site. 

He  pointed  out  that  Chemical  Bank 
must  sell  the  Lafayette  Mall  within  three 
years  and  that  the  mall  needs  to  be 
redesigned  and  reconstructed  to  make  it 
more  commercially  viable.  He  said  he 
believed  that  the  current  site  of  the 
Kingston-Bedford  parking  garage 
would  eventually  be  developed  by 
Metropolitan  Structures  and  Columbia 
Plaza  Associates  when  the  city’s  17  per¬ 
cent  vacancy  rate  comes  down.  He  said 
the  rate  has  already  started  to  decrease 
and  came  down  three  points  last  year. 

In  discussing  his  vision  of  the  city  in 
the  1990s,  Barrett  said  he  wants  to  see 
"Boston  established  as  the  health  care 
capital  of  the  world"  by  1995.  He  said 
that  the  office  building  boom  of  the 
1980s  didn’t  really  create  many  jobs  for 
the  residents  of  the  city’s  neighborhoods

Council  Election  Set  for  December  6th 


The  Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  agreed 
last  week  to  hold  its  annual  elec¬ 
tion  on  Dec.  6  -  the  first  Sunday 
in  December.  The  council  also 
decided  that  the  three  council 
members  with  the  poorest  atten¬ 
dance  record  must  resign  so  that 
seven  positions  would  be  avail¬ 
able  this  year. 

The  council  arranged  two 
years  ago  to  have  seven  of  its  21 
positions  available  each  year  to 
assure  some  continuity  in  the 
functioning  of  the  council.  To  set 
the  process  in  motion,  some 
members  in  the  first  two  years 
had  to  resign  after  serving  only 
one  or  two  year  terms.  Starting 
next  year,  however, the  council 
will  not  be  forced  to  ask  people 
to  resign  because  the  three-year 
terms  of  seven  members  will  ex¬ 
pire  naturally. 

Since  only  four  members 
volunteered  to  give  up  their

seats,  the  council  -  after  some 
discussion  -  voted  to  ask  the 
three  members  with  the  lowest 


attendance  records  to  resign. 
The  council  also  voted  to  keep  in 
place  the  current  system  of 


having  members  run  in  a  number 
of  categories. 

The  current  system  requires 
five  seats  to  be  available  for  resi¬ 
dents  of  Chinatown/South  Cove, 
four  for  business  people,  four  for 
representatives  of  Chinatown 
agencies,  four  for  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  organizations,  and 
four  for  non-Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents. 

The  four  members  who  volun¬ 
teered  to  resign  are:  Davis  Woo, 
who  left  to  become  the  council’s 
executive  director;  Sister  Ruth 
Marie  O’Donnell,  who  had  to 
leave  the  Maryknoll  Sisters  Cen¬ 
ter  to  care  for  her  mother  in 
Canada;  and  Edward  Chiang  and 
Ronald  Lee. 

In  the  course  of  last  week’s 
meeting,  Woo  asked  the  mem¬ 
bers  whether  they  wanted  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  current  system  of 
candidate  categories.  Chiang, 
however,  said  the  categories 


were  useful  because  they  allowed 
suburban  Chinese  to  seek  posi¬ 
tions.  Member  May  Chan  also 
expressed  support  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  system,  saying  that  "there’s  a 
reason  for  categories." 

In  the  course  of  the  discus¬ 
sion,  it  was  pointed  out  that 
using  the  category  system  could 
cause  candidates  with  fewer 
votes  to  gain  a  seat  at  the  expense 
of  those  with  more  votes.  A  can¬ 
didate,  for  example,  may  not  get 
elected  by  a  slim  margin  because 
many  well-known  people  are 
running  in  the  same  category.  In 
contrast,  another  candidate  may 
get  few  votes  but  still  get  elected 
because  there’s  few  people  run¬ 
ning  in  that  category. 

The  election  was  scheduled 
for  December  6  in  order  to  give 
Woo  enough  time  to  advertise 
the  election  at  least  30  days 
before  it  takes  place.

and  suggested  that  growth  in  the  health 
care  and  biomedical  industries  could. 
He  suggested  that  those  industries 
would  create  jobs  that  paid  fairly  well. 

He  said  that  growth  in  health  care 
would  also  help  the  city’s  economy, 
since  people  who  come  to  the  city  to  use 
its  health  facilities  also  spend  money. 
He  said  the  city  also  needs  to  build 
another  tourist  attraction  to  keep  at¬ 
tracting  tourists  to  the  city. 

A  key  part  of  Barrett’s  plan  would 
also  require  a  commitment  to  the  city’s 
neighborhood  health  centers  that  would 
go  hand-in-hand  with  growth  in  the 
city’s  hospital  facilities.  He  said  that 
while  NEMC  needs  to  upgrade  and  ex¬ 
pand  its  facilities,  it  also  needs  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  community.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  NEMC  has  made  major 
commitments  to  South  Cove  Com¬ 
munity  Health  Center. 

He  said  that  the  local  health  centers 
have  to  be  stabilized  in  the  process  of 
allowing  the  larger  facilities  to  expand. 
He  noted  that  the  Chinatown/South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Council  unani¬ 
mously  approved  the  hospital’s  1-C 
project  in  August  -  a  project  that  was 
also  recently  approved  by  the  BRA.  He 
said  that  such  quick  approval  by  the 
neighborhood  would  have  been  "un¬ 
heard  or  several  years  earlier.  He 
added,  however,  that  the  BRA  has  to 


"make  sure  the  Chinatown  community  is 
not  only  supportive  of  it  but  benefits 
from  it." 

Barrett,  an  aide  to  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn  who  also  held  positions  in  the 
Parks  Dept,  and  the  BRA  before  his 
appointment,  said  that  building  over  the 
Mass  Pike  didn’t  seem  feasible  at  this 
time.  He  suggested  that  at  some  point  it 
could  be  used  for  a  park  or  for  housing. 

Barrett,  37,  said  his  Chinatown  hous¬ 
ing  priority  is  to  get  the  Oak  Terrace 
housing  project  off  the  ground.  While 
most  of  the  financing  is  in  place  for  the 
Washington  Street  project,  it  still  needs 
$2  million  in  syndication  financing  (low- 
income  tax  shelters)  to  become  final.  He 
said  he  has  recently  written  letters  to 
help  the  process  along.  "We’re  on  the 
five  yard  line  on  the  way  in,"  he  said.

scheduled  to  speak. 

Clinton  has  given  his  support  to  a  bill 
that  would  withhold  most-favored-na¬ 
tion  (MFN)  trading  status  for  products 
produced  by  Chinese  government-run 
factories  unless  China  improved  its 
human  rights  record.  MFN  status  grants 
lower  tariff  rates  for  Chinese  products 
entering  the  US. 

Speaking  first  at  the  State  House 
rally  was  State  Senator  Lois  Pines,  who 
urged  the  US  Government  to  do  "no 
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more  favors  for  China’s  dictatorial 
government."  While  noting  that  China 
has  claimed  improvements  in  its  human 
rights  record,  Pines  charged  that  the 
Chinese  government  "showed  its  true 
colors"  by  arresting  Shen. 

Citing  China’s  human  rights  abuses 
and  its  current  detention  of  Shen  and 
other  political  prisoners,  Pines  said 
there  should  be  "no  more  business  as 
usual  with  the  present  Chinese  regime. 
No  more  favors."  She  said  people  should 
urge  President  Bush  to  sign  the  MFN 
law  (US  China  Act)  and  urged  law¬ 
makers  to  override  Bush’s  expected  veto 
of  the  bill,  which  has  already  been  aD- 
proved  by  both  the  House  and  the 
Senate. 

In  a  letter  read  at  the  rally,  US  Rep¬ 
resentative  Barney  Frank  wrote  that 
President  Bush’s  China  policy  has  been 
discredited  and  has  offered  "economic 
rewards"  while  China  "flouts  basic 
human  rights." 

Also  speaking  at  the  rally  was  author 
Ross  Terrill,  who  has  written  a  number 
of  books  on  China  and  who  was  expelled 
from  China  shortly  after  Shen’s  arrest  in 
August. 

Terrill  suggested  that  some  people 
may  say  Shen  was  naive  in  going  to 
China  last  August  and  challenging  the 
government  as  he  did.  But  he  said  "it 
always  looks  that  way  when  an  in¬ 
dividual  stands  up  to  a  totalitarian 
regime."  The  same,  he  said,  could  also  be 
said  of  the  man  who  boldly  stood  in  front 
of  a  row  of  tanks  in  the  days  following 
the  Tiananmen  crackdown  in  1989.  But, 
he  added,  "in  the  perspective  of  history, 
that  does  not  make  them  unwise." 

Terrill  said  Shen’s  idea  was  simple. 
"He  felt  an  irresistible  impulse  to  test

the  waters."  When  asked  what  he  would 
do  if  arrested,  Shen  said  he  would  ask 
the  police  to  show  him  their  arrest  per¬ 
mit  and  would  ask  them  to  follow  the 
country’s  legal  procedures.  He  said  Shen 
had  "been  accorded  none  of  the  rights 
guaranteed  on  paper." 

Before  he  was  detained  by  the  police 
and  expelled  from  the  country,  Terrill 
was  about  to  give  journalists  a  statement 
Shen  had  planned  give  at  a  press  con¬ 
ference  in  Beijing.  The  police  said  the 
Chinese  people  didn’t  need  the  infor¬ 
mation  and  ideas  he  was  trying  to  give 
them.  But  Terrill  said  he  asked  the 
police,  "’How  do  you  know  they’re  unac¬ 
ceptable  to  the  Chinese  people  when 
you  never  hold  elections’"  to  find  out  the 
views  of  Chinese  people? 

Marshall  Strauss,  the  director  of  the 
Newton-based  Democracy  For  China 
Fund,  of  which  Shen  is  President,  held 
up  a  picture  of  a  congressional  delega¬ 
tion  meeting  last  year  with  China’s 
Public  Security  Minister  Tao  Si  Ju,  who 
said  that  Shen  Tong  could  return  to 
China  without  fear  of  retribution." 

Strauss  thanked  the  students  for  or¬ 
ganizing  the  rally  and  told  the  small 
crowd  that  "what  matters  is  that  one 
person  speaks  out." 

"Don’t  forget  that  one  person  does 
make  a  difference,"  he  said.  "It’s  Shen 
Tong  and  it’s  you." 

Also  speaking  at  the  meeting  was  Hai 
Qing  Zhao,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Chinese  Student  Affairs.  He  said  that 
people  "will  not  tolerate  and  will  not 
believe  their  (Chinese  officials’)  lies 
anymore."  He  said  that  while  the 
Chinese  government  said  returning  stu¬ 
dents  would  not  be  in  danger  as  long  as 
they  distanced  themselves  from  the  past, 
he  added,  "We  knew  it  was  a  lie." 

Zhao  also  urged  President  Bush  to 
sign  the  Chinese  Student  Protection  Act 
-  a  bill  that  would  grant  Chinese  stu¬ 
dents  permanent  residence  in  the  US 
unless  it  could  be  shown  that  the  stu¬ 
dents  could  safely  return  to  China. 
"We’ve  had  one  Shen  Tong  already,"  he 
said.  "We  don’t  want  to  see  hundreds." 
He  also  urged  Bush  to  sign  the  MFN  bill. 

Joshua  Rubenstein,  Amnesty 
International’s  Northeast  Regional 
Director,  also  spoke  at  the  rally.  He  said 
the  Chinese  government  was  especially 
afraid  of  Shen  because  of  his  willingness 
to  speak  his  criticisms  of  China  in 
English,  which  means  that  much  of  the 
world  will  be  listening. 

Strauss,  meanwhile,  said  that  Shen’s 
mother  was  "now  working  on  a  law  suit 
to  sue  the  government"  for  not  following 
the  law  in  the  arrest  and  retention  of  her 
son  (See  letter  on  page  2).  He  said  he  has 
not  had  any  word  from  Shen  since  his 
arrest  in  August. R.O.

One  Artist’s  Portrayal  of  Social  Activists 


" Inside  Outside"  a  series  of  in¬ 
stallations  by  Wen-ti  Tsen, 
Montserrat  Gallery  at  Montserrat 
College  of  Art,  Beverly,  MA,  Sep¬ 
tember  8  -  October  10, 1992

"Inside  Outside"  consists  of 
three  portrait/installations  of 
women  who  have  committed 
their  lives  to  furthering  social 
justice.  From  visits  and  inter¬ 
views  with  the  activists,  Wen-ti 
Tsen,  a  local  artist  and  the  il¬ 
lustrator  of  the  Asian  American 
Comic  Book,  has  created  an  in¬ 
triguing  and  imaginative  portrait 
of  each  subject.  Each  multimedia 
portrayal  is  somewhat  like  a  puz¬ 
zle,  as  we  attempt  to  put  the 
pieces  together  and  reach  an  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  materials 
used  for  each  portrait  and  what 
Tsen  is  trying  to  tell  us  about  his 
subjects. 

Behind  a  cloth  painting  of 
Chinatown  activist  Vivian  Lee  - 
who  appears  rather  sweet  and 
serene  -  is  a  large  reproduction 
of  a  quilt  she  has  treasured  for 
many  years.  In  front  of  her  is  a 
small  table  with  an  accordian- 
style  book  that  contains  pictures 
of  Lee  and  phrases  describing 
her  life  from  child  to  adult. 

Lee  was  born  in  Hong  Kong 
and  immigrated  to  the  United 
States  at  age  13.  Her  family 
moved  to  poor,  cramped 
quarters  in  Philadelphia’s 
Chinatown.  When  Lee  came  to 
Boston  to  attend  Harvard 
University,  she  encountered 
racism  and  alienation.  She  also 
began  to  explore  her  identity  and 
research  Chinese  culture.  She 
soon  discovered  the  Asian 
American  movement  and  helped 
found  the  Asian  American

Resource  Workshop  in 
Chinatown.  Still  very  active  in 
Boston’s  Chinatown,  Lee  now 
works  as  an  advocate  for  im¬ 
migrant  students.  From  her 
reflections  on  commitment  and 
organizing  revealed  in  the  book, 
we  can  see  that  Lee  is  a  complex 
and  thoughtful  person. 


Moving  clockwise  around  the 
exhibition  space,  we  next  en¬ 
counter  a  study  of  a  Sioux 
woman,  Juanita  Esposito. 
Esposito,  whose  Sioux  name  is 


Tate  Wakan  Win,  or  Wind  Holy 
Woman,  grew  up  on  a  reserva¬ 
tion  and  moved  to  Minnesota, 
where  she  became  active  in  Na¬ 
tive  issues.  She  now  works  at  the 
Minnesota  American  Indian 
Center. 

A  portrait  of  Esposito  on  silk 
is  set  inside  a  glass  panel.  Behind 
it  and  suspended  from  the  ceiling 
are  three  shirts  in  bold  colors 
with  hand-prints  on  them.  These 
"power  shirts",  Tsen  explains,  are 
a  cultural  symbol  of  protection, 
and  for  Esposito,  a  symbol  of  em¬ 


powerment. 

Directly  below  this  on  the 
floor,  is  a  quilt  with  a  star  pattern 
in  the  center.  Surrounding  the 
quilt  are  several  steel  poles  in 
concrete  stands  arranged  in  a 
kind  of  sacred  circle.  The  steel 
and  concrete  refer  to  Esposito’s 
move  to  the  city,  where  she  needs 
the  protection  afforded  by  the 
"power  shirts"  and  the  sacred 
circle. 

That  the  painting  of  Esposito 
is  positioned  toward  the  front 
and  removed  from  the  other 
components  of  her  portraiture 
serves  to  distinguish  spatially  her 
"outside"  image  from  her  "in¬ 
side."  Indeed,  throughout  the  ex¬ 
hibit,  there  is  a  constant 
interplay  between  the  outer  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  person  and  the 
inner  spirit. 

Perhaps  the  most  outwardly 
puzzling  of  the  three  charac¬ 
terizations  is  the  one  of  well- 
known  writer  and  activist,  Lucy 
Lippard.  The  author  of  many 
books  and  articles,  Lippard  is  a 
feminist,  political  activist  and 
longtime  advocate  of  multicul- 
turalism.  She  recently  col¬ 
laborated  on  a  pamphlet  called 
"How-to  ’92,"  a  revisionist  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  story  of  Columbus. 

A  striking  copper  mule  on 
black  cloth  looms  in  the  back¬ 
ground,  dominating  the  space.  In 
front  of  it  is  a  mid-sized  wooden 
figure  of  Lippard  standing  on  a 
glass  panel  and  painted  with 
swirls  of  blue  and  green.  The 
glass  panel  rests  on  a  box  that 
contains  several  large  rocks  -  a 
reference  to  the  fact  that  Lippard 
frequently  writes  about  the  earth 
in  her  work.  On  the  floor  are 
several  large  black  squiggly  lines. 
There  is  also  a  sample  of  her 


scrawled  writing  on  the  wall. 

Tsen  explained  to  me  that 
some  of  these  images  are  ones 
that  stuck  in  his  mind  during  his 
visit  to  Lippard’s  summer  home 
in  Maine.  The  mule  is  from  a 
snapshot  that  she  took  of  a  mule 
she  encountered  while  hiking  in 
the  West.  The  ocean  was  at  low 
tide  when  the  two  took  a  stroll 
down  the  beach.  The  black 
squiggly  lines  are  drawn  from  \ 
snail  tracks  in  the  sand  that  Lip¬ 
pard  pointed  out  to  him  during 
their  walk. 

The  interesting  thing  about 
Lippard’s  piece  is  that  it’s  not 
really  about  her  political  work  or 
social  activism.  Instead  of  at¬ 
tempting  to  address  her  life’s 
work  or  personal  identity,  it 
highlights  seemingly  arbitrary 
points  of  her  personality.  From 
Lippard’s  portrait,  we  get  a  sense 
of  her  as  an  earthy,  scraggly, 
eclectic  personality.  In  some 
ways  it  is  the  most  abstract  of  the 
three  portraits.  Rather  hard,  to 
define  and  somewhat  fleeting, 
this  portrayal  is  quite  different 
from  Vivian  Lee’s,  which  is  more 
direct,  precise  and  intellectual. 

Having  said  that,  I  must  admit 
that  while  I  found  all  the  pieces 
appealing,  I  thought  Esposito’s 
portrait  the  most  aesthetically 
and  spiritually  interesting.  I  also 
found  myself  thinking  about  the 
choices  Tsen  had  to  make  in 
composing  each  image. 

I  asked  Tsen  how  he  chose 
these  three  activists  to  be  the  j 
subjects  of  his  artwork.  He 
replied  that  they  were  "all  people 
who  seemed  internally  complex, 
not  straightforward....  They  were 
just  people  I  was  attracted  to, 
was  curious  about.  I  wanted  to 
know  more  about  them."

Documenting  the  Daily  Life  of  Chinatown 


Seated  at  a  long  table  on  a  Chinatown 
street,  two  men  pore  over  a  Chinese 
chess  board,  each  intently  trying  to  out- 
maneuver  his  opponent.  While  the  two 
men  concentrate,  an  audience  hovers 
nearby,  just  as  intent  on  following  the 
strategy  of  each. 

A  little  further  on  the  scene  changes. 
A  solitary  light  burns  over  a  cellar  door 
on  Oxford  Street,  capturing  in  its 
simplicity  an  essential  scene  of 
Chinatown. 

Taken  over  the  last  few  years  on  the 
streets  and  in  the  homes  and  workplaces 
of  Chinatown,  the  photographs  by  Sam¬ 
pan  Chinese  Editor  Carmen  Chan  offer 
an  inside  look  at  one  of  the  city’s  most 
cohesive  ethnic  neighborhoods. 

Chan’s  photographs  are  part  of  a 
show  entitled,  "Ways  to  See:  New  Art 
From  Massachusetts,"  at  Boston’s  In¬ 
stitute  of  Contemporary  Art,  955 
Boylston  St.  The  multi-media  exhibit, 
which  runs  through  November  15,  con-

ist-curators  in  the  show  are  sculptor 
Paul  Bowen,  painter  Gregory  Gillespie, 
video  artist  Tony  Oursler,  and  mixed- 
media  installation  artist  Maria  Mag¬ 
dalena  Campos  Pons. 

Chan,  whose  photographs  capture 
the  way  Chinatown  people  live  and  work 
in  a  sympathetic  and  natural  way,  first 
began  photographing  when  she  was  a 
college  student  in  1989.  In  her  last  year 
at  Suffolk  University,  she  took  a  course 
by  photographer  Ken  Martin,  who,  she 
explains,  "inspired  me  about  how 
photographs  can  have  a  social  impact." 

While  she  made  some  excursions  into 
Boston’s  Chinatown  to  photograph  the 
Double  Ten  parade  and  Chinese  New 
Year,  she  says  she  didn’t  really  feel  close 
to  the  community  until  she  started 
working  at  the  Sampan  in  1991. 

Before  she  worked  in  the  community,

Carlota  Duarte,  a  photographer 
whose  work  documents  the  Puerto 
Rican  community  of  the  South  End, 
chose  Chan  and  a  number  of  other  local 
photographers  -  all  of  whom  document 
the  area’s  neighborhoods  -  to  exhibit 
their  work  in  the  show.

says  Chan,  she  tended  to  seek  out  inter¬ 
esting  images;  she  didn’t  feel  the  need  to 
be  too  involved  with  her  subjects.  When 
she  came  to  Chinatown  as  a  visitor,  she 
saw  it  as  an  outsider  would:  she  saw  the 
sometimes  dirty  streets  and  the  crowded 
conditions  and  the  near-absence  of 
women  on  the  streets. 

Originally  from  Hong  Kong,  Chan, 
like  many  students,  was  more  interested 
in  the  "bigger  world"  than  in  Chinatown. 
"A  lot  of  people  don’t  want  to  live  in 
Chinatown,"  she  explains.  They  come  in 
for  Dim  Sum  or  to  shop  on  Sundays  or 
to  feel  "nostalgic." 

But  working  in  the  community

changed  all  that,  she  adds.  "When  I  came 
back  and  worked  here  I  realized  there  is 
so  much  to  this  community,"  she  says. 

In  her  work,  Chan  wants  to  show  that 
some  people  in  Chinatown  really  care 
about  the  community.  The  two  families 
she  photographs,  for  example,  enjoy 
living  in  Chinatown.  "They  choose  to 
stay  here,"  she  explains.  She  tries  to 
show  that  "some  people  are  not  neces¬ 
sarily  just  stuck  here.  They  like  it  here. 
It’s  not  just  a  last  resort." 

"I  use  a  different  approach  now  that 
I  work  in  the  community,"  she  says. 
Rather  than  photograph  the  surface  of 


people,  it’s  much  easier  to  photograph 
them.  "The  camera’s  a  tool  for  me  to 
communicate  with  people,"  she  says. 
"That’s  what  makes  it  meaningful  to 
me." 

In  photographing  Chinatown,  she 
says  she  also  wants  to  avoid 
"stereotypes."  Chinatown  isn’t  just  a 
place  for  a  dinner  or  for  a  lion  dance  on 
New  Year’s,  but  a  place  where  people 
live,  work  and  raise  their  children.  It’s 
realizing  that  people  care  about  the 
community  that  makes  her  "feel  joyful" 
and  "part  of  an  Asian  community,"  she 
says.
